speaker, Mr. Farrell is recognized as an 
authority on statistical matters relative 
to the growth of both nation and state. 
His entire address was devoted to the 
growth of America as a nation and Los 
Angeles county during, the last decade. 
He said in part: 


In 1923, the United States paid taxes 


on $320,000,000,000 of property, more 
than one-third of the taxable property 
of the entire world. Our closest coiri- 
potitive nation, Great Britain, has had 
a history of over 1000 years as against 
our 149 years in the United States, and 
yet this nation has only $179,000,000,- 
000 of taxable property. 


The United States takes out of the 


earth and produces 43 percent of all the 
coal used in the world and uses 53 per 
cent; it produces 53 per cent of the iron 
and uses 5i per cent; copper 49 per cent 
and uses 44 per cent; cotton 69 per cent 
and uses 37 per cent; shoes 41 per cent 
and uses 39 per cent. Of this latter 
item, $29,000, 000 worth was used in the 
metropolitan district of Los Angeles 
last year and yet this district manufac- 
tures only one-tenth of one per cent. 


The United States manufactures 92 


per cent of the automobiles of the world 
nnil uses 90 per cent. At Santa Bar- 
bara and Figueroa streets, Los Ang- 
eles, more autos pass in 12 hours than 
at any other place on earth—40,389. 


We have 50 per cent of the world's 


railroads and 75 per cent of all the tele- 
phone wires. This is what five per cent 
of the population of the world has clone 
in the United States. 


Los Angeles has one per cent of the 


population of the United States 
and 


three years ago that city spent $82,- 
000,000 in buildings; two years ago, 
$121,000,000 and last year $200,133,000. 


In 19?4, California increased $580,- 


000,000 in taxable property. 
Of this, 


$418,000,000 is credited to Los Ang- 
eles county. 


The increase in the number of tax- 


payers in Los Angeles in 1923 over 1922 
was 42,000, bringing an

The Value of Newspapers 


The writer was interested in a talk the other day in San 


Francisco by Dr. B. M. Eastall, manager of Californians, Inc., 
the organization that is devoted to the promotion of "Superior" 
California through advertising. He said in part: 


"The American newspaper represents speed. It helps Amer- 


ica to think quick and make quicker decisions. It presents in 
minutes, hours and seconds the intelligence of the world to in- 
dustry, that industry may make quick decisions intelligently. 


"Our whole American life has been built on the tradition 


that we have got to get and know the facts to function intelli- 
gently. 
The actual news collected throughout the world every 


day through the ingenuity and enterprise of American news- 
papers is an aid to American progress in that it gives us a 
vast background of facts which determine our actions, economic 
and politic. 
* 


"The newspaper is the university of today. It is perhaps 


the most important factor in the steady rising of the level of 
intelligence in America. In millions of instances, perhaps, it 
is the only printed intelligence that our citizens consult. One 
of the most important characteristics of the modern newspaper 
is its cosmopolitanism. The newspaper is the enemy of provin- 
ciliasm, and provincilism is a threat against any social organiza- 
tion. The newspaper develops that something in the individual 
which inspires him to look beyond his own little world and 
teaches him to develop his community on broader lines out of 
the experience of many other communities. You cannot read 
the modern newspaper and stay inside of your own immediate 
circle mentally. 


"I am not speaking entirely of the news or editorial aspects 


of the newspaper. I assume, that educators will agree that the 
advertising sections of a modern newspaper are almost as infor- 
mative as its other columns. The best advertising today as 
presented to America's reading public in the newspaper is both 


• inspirational and educational. 
The influence Of the newspaper 


upon community life in America is deeply marked. 


"A community can grow in only two ways. It has to have 


either new people, new capital or both. Not so many years ago 
a man entering a new community with an industry had to de- 
pend upon the long, tedious process of developing personal ac- 
quaintanceships in order to sell his product, and his chances 
for success were very slim. To. educate the people of the com- 
munity was a colossal task and failure perhaps was more often 
the rule than success. Today that has been changed. The 
newspaper has changed it. And communities, especially in the 
west, have driven forward with amazing rapidity because of 
the ability of the newspaper to cultivate the intelligence of a 
community with new ideas and new ^inspirations. 


"'There is another aspect of the newspaper which none of 


us should overlook. That is the community spirit of the news- 
paper. Unfortunately, too few of our citizenship understand 
what the newspaper gives to the community without charge. 
No other business gives as much. Californians, Inc., not only 
has received free and unstintedly the space of San Francisco 
newspapers and California newspapers as a whole, but they have 
even contributed in cash to our advertising program. In other 
words, not only have they made the public mind of San Fran- 
cisco and California, but they have energized that opinion into 
one of the most remarkable examples of community enterprise 
and team work in the history of the country." 


All of which should be sufficient to cause the newspaper pub- 


lisher to girdle himself the tighter in the big task and respon- 
sibility before him.—Riverside Enterprise. 


The Riddle of Existence 


Clarence Darrow, the lawyer, says: "There is neither pur- 


pose in existence nor a goal in living. If we knew where we 
were going, we could pick out the road. But so far as science, 
philosophy or history can throw any light on the subject, we 
are not going anywhere and there's no purpose." 


Darrow is wrong. 
There is a pui-pose behind this journey 


we call life, though it may not be revealed to us this side of 
the grave. 
Life is a spiritual gymnasium. Pain, troubles, bur- 


dens, disappointments, heartaches—all these are to the char- 
acter or soul the same as the punching bag and Indian clubs 
are to the athlete. 
Life is a training for future existence. Some 


even believe that life is a prison in which we are punished for 
sins of a former life. 


Darrow continues: "You can make nothing else of a man 


but man. 
Selfish, mean, aggressive, tyrannical, prejudiced: 


that's what man is, and a lot more. It is absolutely hopeless to 
change men; I don't care how much environment you give him. 
Heredity and not environment shapes the human race." 


This may be true of some men, but not of all men. Nor is 


it true of man collectively, man as an institution in creation. 


Darrow is a deep thinker. But his reasoning is shallow 


when he asserts that "Heredity and not environment shapes 
the human race." If heredity alone shaped humanity, there 
would be no evolution, no change—for all generations would lie 
alike, with each new generation unable to advance beyond its 
inheritance.. "We are less influenced by heredity than by the 
gaps in heredity—the evils that gradually die out. Torture, 
for instance. 


Human nature does change, though slowly. The average 


of humanity becomes better, and this is apparent to any one 
who does not try to make isolated exceptions the rule. An in- 
tangible spiritual leadership is guiding us through the ages. 
Compared with it, heredity and environment are minor factors 
in the evolution of man's nature.—News.

But the very 
act that Jesus could and did destroy 
hem. proved beyond question or pos- 
ibility of doubt that God was not their 
uthor.

In my brief irrigation review a year 


igo, attention was called to the better 
understanding among growers of the 
mnciples of good irrigation practice. 
The first of these principles is that the 
way to get irrigation water into the 
soil where the roots of growing crops 
can use it is to put it there, and the 
way to know whether the method of 
application being used is putting it 
;here is to find out. 


During 1924, finding out where ap- 


ilied irrigation water has penetrated 
las been uppermost in the minds of 
progressive farmers all over ihe state. 
Tor instance, farm advisors reporting 
at the annual agricultural extension 
service conference in Berkeley 
early 


n January stated that 165 meetings 
were held during the year in 32 coun- 
ties of the state for the discussion of 
soil moisture problems. 
Of these, 56 


were field demonstrations of the pene- 
tration of irrigation water conducted 
by the extension specialist in irriga- 
tion for the college of agriculture with 
an aggregate attendance of 1,800 farm- 
ers. 
The farm 
advisor of 
Orange 


county alone conducted 34 soil mois- 
ture meetings during the year and re- 
ports that 60 per cent of his farm calls 
during the year dealt with some phase 
of soil moisture or irrigation practice. 
Officials of power companies supply- 
ing current for irrigation pumping as 
well as officials of irrigation districts 
and companies joined with growers in 


these 
meetings 


The 
publicity 


given to these soil moisture and irri- 
gation 
activities, practically all of 


which involved boring or trenching 
into the soil to learn where irrigation 
water had or hud not penetrated or 
where it was needed, obviously in- 


many individual irrigators to 


seek the same kind of information on 
their Own farms. 


One of the outstanding facts thai 


has been recently established by the 
irrigation workers of the college o: 
agriculture is that soil moisture con 
servation below the upper six or eight 
inches of soil is chiefly accomplishec 
by removal of weed growth rather than 
by continual stirring of the weed-frei 
top soil. The year 1924 has been 
i 


good year for growers to apply thi 
information by early in the season 
getting rid of moisture-robbing weeds 
and turning under cover crops where 
irrigation supplies were short. Reports 
coming in indicate that the dry year 
has clinched this lesson for many grow- 
ers.
